ARTHRITIS 

Many patients now suffer from arthritis, which is a disease of 
the joints and occurs in various forms. Chronic arthritis is generally 
found in older patients and is often called arthritis deformans, because 
of the chanze in shape of the bones which results, which change 
distorts and deforms the bony structure. The bone may waste away, 
or there mey occur a growth of new bone, As the new bone is laid 
down, Homay produce a lip or ring, as in the hip; or, if found in the 
join’) of the fingers, it may appear as hard Jumps of bony exudate 
whieh knot the finger joints into strange, distorted shapes. The joint 
may become vo stiff that normal movement is difficult. One joint 
may be affected, or several joints may be involved simultancously.

‘The symptoms of chronic, arthritis include stiffness, pain upon 
movement, loos of normal shape of the joint, and perhaps, a creaking 
or graling sound upon movement, The onset is usually gradual, the 
pationt slowly growing worse, if treatment is not secured, As a 
gonernt rule, the arthritic patient is able to predict a change in 
weather by the pain in the joint. 

In studying the causes of arthritis, we cannot get far away from 
the fact that a rheumatic diathesis is the fundamental cause. The ten- 
dene to the rheumatic toxemia may be increased through incorrect 
diet, and s'ugyish elimination, with its resultant absorption of toxins 
from the inte tinal traet. In addition, there is present some factor 
which lowers the resistance of the joint tissues so that rheumatic 
poicons are encouraged to settle in the affected area. Contributing 
eure. are fornl infections. Arthritis is now regarded not as a purely 
‘ocal disease confined to the joints-—it is considered a disease of the 
whole body, in which the chief symptoms are seen in the joints. 
Although the dicease is of constitutional origin, the chief changes are 
apparent ia the joint tissues. The treatment which does the most 


lasting: good is that which removes the underlying systemic cause.

Baked Fruits 
Provide New 


Food Thrills

Ay OF US like fruit. It is at- 
tractive to look at, stimulat- 
ing to the appetite, and beneficial 
to the health. We start the day 
with a glass of cool fruit juice, 
prunes, melon, sliced bananas and 
berries or other fruit in season. 


For luncheon or dinner we may 
serve a fruit cup, a fruit salad or 
polished fresh fruit with crackers 
and cheese for dessert, but there 
js one way that most of us over- 
look — as an accompaniment to 
the meat course. 

You may serve the time-hon- 
ored apple sauce with pork, and 
cranberries or tart jellies with 
your roast fowls, and lemon with 
fish: but here the matter ends. 
Where is your adventuresome 
spirit? Try other fruits, fresh and 
canned, with other meats, and see 
how truly good and unusual the 
combinations can be.

Cut in halves, scallop the edges 
and loosen the sections, removing 
all of the membranes, seeds and 
centers.

Spiced Prunes 

Mix 1 cup brown sugar, 1 cup 
vinegar, 3 cups water and a small 
stick of cinnamon. Boil about 
half an hour or until reduced one- 
half in volume. Pour over 2 cups 
large prunes, that have been cook- 
ed for 15 minutes and drained. 
Cook in the spiced syrup for 20 
minutes longer. Serve with roast 
pork or veal. : 

Baked Oranges 

These may be prepared in quan- 
tity and sealed in sterilized jars 
until you want to use them. 
Slightly grate the skin of small 
whole oranges. Boil 30 minutes to 
make the skin tender. Cut a slice 
off the blossom end of each or- 
ange, remove the core and stuff 
with 1 teaspoon butter and 1 ta- 
blespoon sugar. Make a syrup 
from 2 parts water to 1 of Sugar. 
Pour enough over the oranges to 
cover. Cover closely and bake in 
a moderate oven from 1% to 3 
hours, depending on the desired 
color of the finished product. 
Long baking gives a dark colored 
fruit with a thick, rich syrup. As 
the syrup cooks away, baste fre- 
quently. Use as a garnish with 
ham, fresh pork or the cold meat 
platter, stuff with cottage cheese 
as a salad or top with a marsh- 
mallow and brown as a dessert.

Golden brown rounds of pine- 
apple are especially good with 
calves liver and bacon. Prepare
